Washington, April 23.—A voice from 
the men's publie gallery addressed t6 
“Mr. Fairbanks and gentlemen of thfs 
house,’ startled the senate today dur- 
ing the consideration of the naval ap- 
bill. A sand-complexioned 
30 years, unshaven but 
not otherwise uncouth, was trying to 
get the vice president's attention. He 
succeeded finally In attracting the gaze 
of every one on the floor and in the 
gallery. In a loud voice he shouted: 

‘I proclaim myself tne nead of this

house.”’ 

That was as far as he was permitted 
to go. Members of the capitol! police 
force had by that time reached his side 
and they took him out. At the office 
of the captain of police the man said 
his name was George Washington, and 
that if he were not permitted to keep 
that name he would go to Ireland and 
call himself Daniel O'Connell. 

From his talk it was evident that he 
was utterly devold of reasoning power 
and had been.drinking in addition. He 
declared that he had made a@ speech 
proclaiming himself the ‘head of the 
senate, the head of the nation, the 
owner of everything in it, everything 
that crawls or walks upon tne ground 
and swims in the seas.’"

Washington,_ D. C., April 23.—As the 
Senate was about to conclude considera- 
tion of the naval appropriation bill to- 
day, Senator Piles, of Washington, pro- 
posed an amendment increasing from 
two to four the number of new battle- 
ships to be authorized. Ag several sen- 
ators desired to speak on the amend- 
ment, the further consideration of the 
bill wag postponed until tomorrow. 

An amendment to the naval bill was 
adopted appropriating $7,000,000 to be- 
gin construction on the two battle- 
Ships authorized the bill as it was 
passed by the house. This amendment 
Wag in response to the threat of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt to veto the bill if it was 
sent to him with a provision for war- 
ships, but without an appropriation to 
begin work on them.

Washington, April 23.—Interesting de- 
velopments followed each other in close 
succession today in the hearing being 
conducted by the special committee of 
the howse of the charges preferred by 
Representative George L. Lilley, of 
Connecticut, against the Electric Boat 
Company. They ranged from the par- 
ticipation of the Lake Torpedo Boat 
Company in the preparation of a reso- 
lution of inquiry introduced in the 
house by Mr. Lilley to matters of a 
personal nature in which criticism of 
the committee played a prominent part. 

Incidentally Representative Lilley was 
severely taken to task by members of 
the committee for allowing published 
criticisms of its actions over his signa- 
ture to stand for a month without be- 
ing contradicted. Mr. Lilley and the 
committee locked horns over the ques- 
tion of the production of letters, which 
he claimed are confidential, and the 
question of whether they should be 
produced had not been decided when 
adjournment was taken until tomorrow, 
Anonymous Letter Writer Known. 

The question of the authorship of the 
two anonymous letters that have played 
such.an important part in the investi- 
gation also was gone into, and it is the 
belief of the committee that the identity 
of the writer will be established within 


ij the next forty-eight hours. 


Mr. Olmsted read a clipping at to- 
day's session from The Hartford Cou- 
rant of March 30, containing a letter 
signed by Mr. Lilley and addressed. to 
George W. Goff, of East Hampton, 
Conn. This letter, which was in reply 
to one received by Mr. Lilley from Mr. 
Goff, contained the following: 

“The select committee to investigate 
have already demonstrated their inten- 
tion to apply the whitewash brush wher- 
ever they can. Therefore it is safe to 
assume that very little will be brought 
out. They refused me the privilege of 
counsel to cross-examine witnesses and 
do not allow me to ask questions ex- 
cept by submitting them in writing, and 
even then they may throw out those 
which they deem improper, which 
which means throwing out all impor- 
tant questions. I believe. however, that 
the press of the country is already fully 
convinced.” 


Lilley on the Griddle. 


Mr. Lilley stated that that letter was 
written by his secretary, Mr. Webster, 
and that he had not seen it until it 
appeared in print. Mr. Webster, he 
said, had aythority to sign his name to 
letters. Mr. Webster was called to the 
stand and admitted that “he wrote the 
letter. He said that he had gathered 
his imference about tf. committee from 
newspaper clippings and from conver- 
sations he had with a man who attended 
some of the hearings. The letter was 
not suggested by Mr. Lilley, he said. 

Mr. Lilley then resumed the stand, 
and wae asked if he had repudiated the 
letter. He replied that he had not.

Guatemala City, Guatemala, April 23. 
President Cabrera himself is authority 
for the statement that eighteen of the 
ringleaders in a conspiracy against 
him have already been shot to death, 
and that probably more executions will 
follow. 

President Cabrera, against whose life 
an attempt was made by students on 
Monday last, today received the repre- 
sentatives of the various powers and 
made a lengthy statement to them that 
he had unearthed an extensive con- 
spiracy against him that led up to his 
attempted( assassination. He declared 
that eighteen of the leaders had been 
executed by his orders, and that the 
death penalty would be meted out to 
others at the hands of the military. 

Among these are the men who were 
imprisoned a year ago, having been 
implicated in a plot to assassinate the 
president. They were sentenced to 
death soon after their arrest. But their 
sentence had’ not been carried out. 
President Cabrera said that he had 
proofs that a majority of these prison- 
ers were implicated in

The president has issued a proclama- 
tion stating that he is confident that 
the people are with him, and that he 
will preserve order with a strong hand. 

Although there is a surface tranqulil- 
lity here, conditions really are serious, 
The military is in control of the city, 
and a partial suspension of business 
has resulted.

BISHOP BRATTON ON NEGRO 


Preceding Address of Diplomat Mis- 
sissippi Diocesan Declared it 
Was Duty of Christian South 
to Aid in Advancement 
of the Negro. 


Memphis, Tenn., April 23.—The pres- 
ence of British Ambassador Bryce drew 
the largest crowd tonight of the pree- 
ent conference for education in the 
fouth. When presented by President 
Ogden, Ambassador Bryce was given a 
hearty reception. 

Hardly less cordial 
of Bishop T. D. Bratton, of the Mis- 
sissippi BPpiscopal diocese, who spoke 
on “The Qhristian South and Negro 
Education.”’ 

Professor P. P. Claxton, of the Unf{- 
versity of Tennessee, opened the eve- 
ning meeting with a discussion of ways 
and means of educational campaigns. 
He recited plans used with varying de- 
grees of success in all parts of the 
south for arousing educational enthusi- 
asm.

Bishop Bratton took the position that 
the negro must be looked after in his 
advancement with Christian care and 
tender sympathy, ever keeping watch 
to strengthen him in a fight against 
many odds for better mental and moral 
conditions.

‘I 
would not detract gne fota from the 
distinction, in which [I rejoice, which 
any of the great negro leaders have 
achieved, but in my judgment the ne- 
groes are not ready to emancipate 
themselves completely from white 
guidance and white leadership. The 
ideal educational work among the race 
is being done more largely by schools 
which are under white management. 
There ie a deep reason for my conten- 
tion for white supervision of negro edw 
cation. The negro’s life must be lived 
among the whites. The adjustments of 
life are not alwd&ys easy to be made. 
The estrangement would be intolerable 
if they became extreme to the point of 
hatred.”” .

main till fifteen or sixteen, so that tne 
best pupils of the former may be passed 
on to the latter and pursue their studies 
there. It 1g specially needed in rural dis- 
tricts, where high schools are compara- 
tively few. The boy who shows ability 
{is sent forward to the moet available 
hich school, and if_his parents can’t af- 
ford to* support him, he is ‘thelped to fre- 
main for two or three years at school. 
The most vital part of a good school sys- 
tem is to secure good teachers. On him 
or her depends the advance of the schol- 
ars, their intellectual Wfe, their moral 
tone. Good teaching consists in much 
more than showing children how to spell 
and write and do sums, or tn hearing 
them repeat the names of the states and 
the dates in your history. The real aim 
is to quicken the intelligence of the pu- 
il, make him love knowledge and Wish 
to go on acquiring it. To do this the 
¢eacher must himself love knowledge, ana 
possess much more of it than the mere 
routine of school work demands. 


What the South Desires. 


These educational conclusions drawn 
from our Pnglish experience seem to be 
applicable generally. I suppose, what 
you desire to have in the south is 
broadly as follows: 

"lI. You desire that the laboring man 
of the countTry, by whom its manual 
work, skilled and unskilled, will be done, 
Should be not only industrioug but in- 
telligent. 

‘2 You want those who are to be the 
leaders in the development of your re- 
sources, the employers in city and coun- 
try, merchants, engineers and profes- 
sional men, as well as the manufactur- 
ers, to have a mastery of commercial] 
methods and to comprehend the scien- 
tific foundations of industry. 

“You need, therefore, a set of schools

do not know. But the truth is that the | 
progress of a people depends more large- 
ly on the number and excellence of the 
secondary than it does on the abundance 
of the primary schools. It is by capable 
minds and vigorous wills that nations 
advance. An: education higher than the 
elementary is needed to enrich the coun- 
try with men whose vision extends be- 
yond the detail of their daily work. 

“National efficiency depends on en- 
lightened leadership no less than upon 
the steady industry of the unskilled la- 
borers and the practiced aptitude of the 
skilled laborer. The intellect and skil] 
of your jeople are the most abundant 
and inexhaustible of all your natural 
resources. 

‘*‘National efficency means that nation- 
al resources should be developed, that 
wealth should be diffused among the 
whole people, that want and misery be 
removed, that comfort be enlarged, an 
life made easier for all. But there are 
other things which you in this favored 
land have a right to expect. You desire 
to have men whose wisdom and skill fit 
them for the work, now far more diffi- 
cult than { ever was before, of adminia- 
tering the government of this gigantic 
republic and of the states that compose 
it. You desire to adorn that republic 
with the glories of literature and science 
and art. For this purpose you must 
have not only schools, but universities 
also. There are plenty of univeradties in 
the north, and many excellent ones. 
(But you are entirely right in desiring to 
have plenty of colleges and entrovelites 
here also, and to tmprove still further 
those which vou have.”

For your wel- 
fare, as well as theirs, for the peace of 
the country as well as its prosperity, it 
is essential that the colored people 
should recelve proper instruction. The 
view that this Instruction should have 
an industrial rather than a literary di- 
rection seems to be a sound view. Hut 
{ft does not exclude the supplying of 
further instructions for those who have 
fuperior talent; and it must include an 
adequate provision for those who are to 
be the helpers and guldes of the colored 
masses. 

‘When T see what has been done for 
negro education and what negroes have 
done for themselves in acquiring prop- 
erty and bitlding up homes during these 
forty years, there is no ground for dis- 
couragement.

Georgia Began Campaign. 


Since Georgia began the campaign for 
better high schools, five or six years 
ago, the other southern states have also 
begun to improve their secondary 
schools. Having no constitutional re- 
Striction, Virginia, North Carolina, South 
Carolina, Florida and Alabama have ap- 
propriated within the last two or three 
years from $50,000 to $90,000 annually 
to ald in establishing and maintaining 
secondary schools In each county. Ken- 
tucky has just passed a law requiring 
the county boards to provide within the 
next two years one or more high schools 
in each county. Tennessee hag a law 
providing for a | mill tax for high 
schools in the county, and about half 
the eounties have voted the tax and 
are now establishing the schools. If 
Georgia does nos expect these states to 
outstrip her she must amend the con- 
stitution so ag to recognize the high 
school as a part of the educational sys- 
tem. The towns and cities are fairly 
well provided, but the million people in 
the rural districts are the sufferers. 
Fully 80 per cent of our common school 
teachers have had no training highgr 
than the common school. Such a sys- 
tem is necessarily dwarfing to 
system. The state must encourage high 
schools in every section, go that the 
common schools may be tmproved, and 
the more ambitious youtn may have an 
opportunity for more efficient training 
for life.

NO REFLECTION 
ON CONDUCTORS 


“Cash Fare” Hearing Before 
Commission Was Very 
Tame Affair. 


What was thought would prove a spicy 
hearing before the railroad commission 
of Georgia yesterday morning proved to 
be nothing of the sort. The commis- 
sion had assembled to hear petitions 
asking permisston for the Central of 
Georgia and the Seaboard Air Lines to 
discontinue certain passenger trains be- 
tween Americus and Columbus. 

Coincident with this hearing the ques- 
tion of “‘mileage,’’ ‘cash fares,’’ and what 
became of the “cash fares’’ was ex- 
pected to be brought out in a sensa- 
tional way. 

Several weeks ago ©. G. Johnson, of 
Columbus, a traveling man, was before 
the commission, and testified in regard 
to the ‘‘Shoo-fiy”’’ train of the Seaboard 
Air Line which operated between He- 
lena, Americus and Columbus, declaring 
that he traveled this line often, that 
there were many stations at which ¢here 
were no agents, and for thig reason the 
passengers paid cash or mileage, 

Personally,” Not “Privately.’’ 


He stated he thought the “cash fares” 
received on this train should aggregate 
more than the report to the road indl- 
cated, and concluded by making the 
statement that he had made a trip with 
three, other men, the four sitting in 
turned seats, and that three of the men 
settled with the conductor ‘‘personaljy.”’ 

Mr. Johnson stateg that he was quoted 
as saying settled with the conductors 
“privately,” which gave the wrong im- 
pression. 

He appeared before the commission 
and made this explanation. 

Conductors W. EB. Wood and W. H. 
Bowers, of the “Shoo-fly"’ train, were 
present, and he told them that he meant 
no reflection upon them at all, and so 
this matter closed. ; 

Before the hearing had begun, notice 
was given the commission that the Sea- 
board Air Line which sought to reduce 
its service, and also the Central of 
Georgia, which wished a simiar re- 
duction, between Americus and Colum- 
wus, would jJike to withdraw their peti- 
tions pending a conference with the 
citizens of Columbus fn the hope of se- 
curing an agreement. The commission 
agreed to this, and the petitions were 
withdrawn. 

Would Curtail Suburban Service. 


Next came the petition of the Cen- 
tral] of Georgia railroad, through Gen- 
eral Passenger Agent J. C. Haile, to 
reduce its suburban’ service between 
Jonesboro and Atlanta, alleging that 
since the trolley line has been built to 
Hapeville it was being operated at a 
loss. 

A score of citizens from Jonesboro 
and intermediate points were present to 
protest at any reduction in the passen- 
ger gervice. 

Before the question was gone _ into 
thoroughly the question of a petition 
from this same road, asking the right 
to restore its old rates between Atlanta 
and Griffin, came into the discussion. 

The commission held that the peti- 
tions were so correlated as to make it 
advisable that both be heard at the 
same time, and that the citizens of 
Griffin and intermediate points should 
be notified, so if they wished to protest 
they could do so. 

This was agreed to, and the hearing 
on both petitions postponed until April 
29. when both will be gone into.

Pennsylvania Railroad Bond Issue 
Main Topic Discussed in Wall 
Street, and It Gave Strength 
to Nearly All Rail 
Securities. 


New York, April 23.—Prices of stocks 
underwent a comprehensive uplift to- | 
day. The movement showed a certain’) 
soberness and restraint which were} 
not without impressiveness, viewed in, 
connection with the steadirfess and | 
persistence of the advance, The trading 
was not animated, and the rise of 
prices was not of the buoyant kind 
seen in periods of speculative excite- 
ment. Stocks were absorbed, however, 
with determination, and the bidding up|} 
of prices went°aggressively on through 
such obstacleg’as arose. The Pennsyl- 
vania bond issue was the main topic, 
and the restrained character of the 
price movement was probably due to 
some reservations in the favorable in- 
terpretation plac ed on that transaction. 
Some of the qualifying considerations 
had to do with the price which the} 
railroad company is obliged to accept | 
for its bonds and the reversion to a | 
high type of prior-llen obligation | 
which has been found necessary to 
seek vent to that price. It developed 
today that the price of 96, mentioned 
yesterday, is that at which the bond 
is offered for subscription and the 
deductions to be made for bankers’ 
compensation are understood to bring 
the price realized by the railroad com- 
pany to below 95. The premium over 
the allotment price immediately estab- 
lished in the outside market, where 
the bonds when issued sold as high 
as 99 1-4, was a reflection of the con- 
fidence inspired by the powerful | 
auspices under which the issue is 
made. The selection of a first-mortgage 
bond to effect the Pennsylvania 
financing is significant of the neces- 
sities which are recognized in the 
present investment conditions. Early 
in 1907, Pennsylvania stockholders au- 
thorize@q $100,000,000 each of new stock 
and convertible bonds, and large por- 
tions of this authorization remain un- 
issued. Issues of Pennsylvania stock 
at varying ;remiums above the par 
value and of convertible bonds, with 
a privilege of conversion at prices 
substantially above par for the stock, 
have been successfully resorted to for 
all the Pennsylvania financing of late 
years, up to the stress of the last 
year’s period, when temporary note 
issues made their appearance. The 
present situation calls for a _ first- 
mortgage bond, with fixed interest 
ahead of all stock and junior bond is- 
sues, in order to attract the requisite 
means. The stock most affected by the 
Pennsylvania incidert was Union Pa- 
cific. The obvious explanation is that 
the Union Pacific’s banking affillations 
are the same as those which have en- 
listed the powerful foreign aid which 
has assured the success of the Pennsyl- 
vania bond flotation. As authority has 
been aSked already of Union Pacific 
stockholders to issue bonds on un- 


mortgaged lines now owned, the bear- 
ing of these facts on the position of 
the company is clear. Union Pacific 
rose briskly to a new high level for 
the year, and led-the whole market in 
point of activity. United States Steel 
was conspicuously laggard in the day’s 
rise, the uncheerful view of the trade 
situation taken by the leading organ?

Net Decline of Fourleen to 
Nineteen Points, 


New Low Records Made — At One 
Time During Day Showed Net 
Loss of Sixteen to Twenty . 
Points—Causes of 
Decline, 


New York, April 23.—New low records 
were made in the cotton market today 
under continued liquidation, with the 
close steady, but at a net decline of 
14@19 points. Sales were estimated at 
200,000 bales. 

The market opened easy at a decline 
of !0@I5 points and, after some little 
irregularity, solid !3 to 1I7 points net 
lower, OWing to weakness in the Liver- 
pool market, a favorable weather map, 
liquidation by recent buyers and scat- 
tering pressure from bearish sources. 
Around 8.35 for May and 8.52 for July, 
there was considerable buying, and the 
market steadied up during the middle 
session, with the active months show- 
ing a recovery of about 5@6 points. 
This was followed, however, by re- 
newed weakness during the afternoon, 
under liquidation of old long accounts 
and the market was very unsettled in 
the late trading, with prices selling 
into new low ground for the day, and 
at one time showing a net loss of |16@ 
20 points. The close was within a 
point or two of the bottom.
